PARIS, France, Feb. 4.—The so- 
viet embassy here indignantly con- 
firmed today reports that the mys 
terious disappearance of General 
Alexander Paul Koutepov has caused 
an diplomatic crisis between France 
and Russia. ‘We have been half un- 
able to work all week on account of 
the excitement and commotion,” one 


diplomat frankly said, adding that it } 


would be diffieult for him to continue 
his normal duties in the face of the 


barrage of anti-bolshevik 


French press. 

Officiala at the embassy are con- 
vinced that the whole Koutepov af- 
fair is a flagrant hoax out of which’ 
the white Rusrians ite such 


matic relations may be broken off. 

“Where is General Koutepov? How 
$n thunder do we know where he is? 
We are certain, however, that he 
could not have been abducted in broad 
daylight withoat a struggle, and that 
wherever he is it is a place to which 
he went on his own free will.” 

It is said in soviet circles that 
General Koutepov faced an internal 
row in his own organization apd de- 
parted secretly for La Rochelle Jan- 
uary 26 and is awaiting there a boat 
for South America. The French po- 
lice are investigating in La Rochelle. 

The embassy has been assured that 
its diplomatic immunity will not he 
interfered with and that no “in- 
vasion” can take place—either by the 
enraged white Russians or the po- 
lice. Premier Andre Tardieu, how- 
ever, was unable to promise to re 
strain the frantic press.

Four Convicts Caught 


TWO CAPTURED IN BOBBY JONES’ FATHER’S GARAGE 


In Peachtree Section 


of Atlanta’s wealthiest and most fash- 
ionable residents, four convicts Tues- 
day afternoon made a sensational but 
futile dash for liberty, terrorizing for 
more than an hour the beautiful 
Peachtree road section and being re- 
turned to the North camp only after 
eausing one of the gfeatest manhunts 
in the county's history. 

Two of the convicts, one serving his 
fourth term in the chain gang, were 
captured in the garage of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert P. Jones, the parents of 
Bobby Jones, where they went in 
search for citizens clothing and in the 
hope of obtaining a motor car, in 
which they hoped to evade a score of 
posses which by that time were scour- 
ing the countryside. 

Only one of the men, Louis D, 
O’Sullivan, was a short timer, he 
— served seven months of a two- 

ear sentence. The other three, Lu- 
ther Deese, Raymond Sharp and J. 
A. Peters, were serving long terms, 
which all began only recently. Deese 
is serving his fourth term at the 
North camp and is said to have a pre- 
vious prison record. 

Deese and O'Sullivan were captured 
in the Jones garage at 2652 Peach- 
tree road after county policemen had 
closed in on the building and fired a 
volley of shots to intimidate them into 
submission. The other two were cap- 
tured in underbrush off Northside 
drive less than a quarter of a mile 
from where all four escaped, two at 
a time, from under the eyes of guards 
who were “working” a large detail 
of prisoners, repairing the surface of 
the road. 

The detail was preparing to return 
to the prison camp shortly after 3 
o'clock when Sharp and Peters dashed 
into a thicket. There were only two 
guards in charge. One gave pursuit 
but lost trace of the two men in a 
few minutes. He ran to a near-by

Night 
guards were roused from their sleep 
to take charge of the details return- 
ing to the two camps and the day 
men, heavily armed, joined the rapid- 
lv growing search for the four prison- 
ers. Chief of Police James L. Beav- 
ers was notified and he sent what 


patrolmen he could spare to join the 
search. 

Within 15 minutes after the first 
alarm was sounded 60 men were 
searching for the convicts. They were 
in groups of two and three, some on 
horseback, some afoot and some in 
motor cars. Though exciting while 
it lasted the search didn’t last long. 
In less than an hour after they had 
tled Sharp and Peters were surround- 
ed in a densely wooded’ tract off 
Northside drive. They yielded to the 
command of members of a posse to 
throw up their hands and were re- 
turned to camp without further re- 
sistance. 

A few minutes later Warden Mills 
received a message that County Po- 
licemen A. A; Stovall, Charles Lyle 
and James Ragsdale were moving in 
wn the Jones garage, where a domes- 
tic servant of a house in the neigh- 
borhood reported she had seen “two 
men ip stripes enter.” 

Mills ordered more men to the Jones 
garage, but when they arrived Stovall 
and his associates had them marching 
toward the camp, hands held aloft.

Federation Asks City To 
Restore $49,700 Appro- 
priation and County To 
Make Prompt Payment. 


Atlanta’s city council was strongly 
urged Tuesday by the Atlanta Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs to restore to 
the annual budget the appropriation 
of $49,700 for the use of 16 agencies 
operating in the Community Chest. 

At the same time, the county com- 
missioners were urged to make prompt 
monthly payments of the $90,000 ap- 
propriated for the same purpose and 
to take up, by special warrant, money 
due the chest which has not been 
paid since last August. 

Another resolution passed at a 
called meeting of the club women 
Tuesday afternoon calls on council 
to get the beggars off the streets of 
Atlanta. 

Mrs. S. F. Boykin, president, an- 
nounced at the conclusion of the meet- 
ing that the committee of 12 will be 
named in ample time to take the reso- 
lutions to the finance committee of 
the council prior to the next sched- 
uled meeting, February 17. 

Campaign Is Urged. 

Speakers approving the work of the 
Community Chest and appealing to 
the members of the federation to en- 
gage in a campaign of “Selling the 
Chest to Atlanta” included Thomas OC. 
Law, budget director; BE, A. Thorn- 
well, chairman; Horace Russell, pres- 
ident of the Chainber of Commerce; 
Roy LeCraw, Kendall Weisiger and 
Walter B. Stewart, members of the 
board of county commissioners. 

Mr. Law told the club members that 
the Chest is $110,000 short of the 
goal for 1930. In addition to this, 
it has not received any of the coun- 
ty appropriation since last ‘August 
but assurance was given by Commis- 
sioner Stewart at the meeting that 
this money will be available, all lapsed 
payments, by March 15 and that there- 
after payments will be monthly.

Agreement on Cut in 
Navies Believed Much 
Nearer After Tuesday 
Sessions.

LONDON, Feb. 4.—Moving with 

the greatest speed achieved since ifs 
start, the London naval conference 
today recorded definite progress in 
the cause of naval disarmament. _ 
A more confident spirit seemed to 
pervade conference circles, as_ the 
result of two important’ meet- 
ings, one of which was attended 
by all delegates at St. James’ palace 
this morning, the other a two-hour 
session between American and Jap- 
anese delegates this afternoon. 
Moreover, the official communique 
for the first time since the confer- 
ence opened, departed from cold chro- 
nology of meetings sufficiently to in- 
dicate that “good results in prepar- 
ing the way for an agreement” are 
being produced by private conversa- 
tions among the delegations, and add- 
ed that those talks could continue. 
The setting of a date for the next 
public plenary session, which likely 
will be late this week or early next, 
will be one of the objects at a meet- 
ing of the chief delegates at 6 p. m. 
At that session the work 
of the conference thus far will be 
reviewed and interpreted. 
Significant Meeting. 
The.meeting today of the A:neri- 
cans and Japanese was considered a 
significant milepost in the conference 
work, for real problems of ships and 
tonnage were tackled. In a way the 
talk was a continuation of general 
conversations held at Washington. 
Secretary Stimson, head of the 
American delegation, was prepared 
and plunged into the knotty problem 


of Japanese-A merican differences - re- 
garding cruiser strength, but a Jap- 
anese spokesman said later that the 
actual talk about ships was largely 
limited to battleships and subma- 
rines. 

The spokesman admitted that cruis- 
ers were mentioned but emphasized 
that the main conversations covered 
battleships and submarines. On these 
topics, American and Japanese views 
are well known, both being agreeable 
to the extension of age limits of capi- 
tal ships but neither country agreeing 
with the British that the battleship is 
an anachronism. 

While the United States supports 
the British proposal that submarines 
should _be abolished, the American 
delegation entertains hardly the faint- 
est hope that this will be done at [on- 
don. Japan champions undersea craft 
as staunchly as France but regards 
them as a defensive weapon only, and 
she is willing to the strictest limita- 
tion on size and cruising radius. 


Conferences Sought. 


Since the arrival of the Japanese in 
London they have been cesirous of 
starting informal negotiations . with 
the American delegation, and today’s 
meeting brought more Japanese and 
American delegates together for seri- 
ous business than have hitherto met 
here. 

Secretary Stimson, with Ambassa- 
dor Morrow and Senator Reed, re- 
ceived Reijiro Wakatsuki, Ambassa- 
dor Matsudaira and Admiral Taka- 
rabe, and the basic needs of each 
country’s seapower were explored. 

The Japanese will carry on similar 
talks with the British, making trian- 
gular conferences wherein the actual 
figures of ships and tonnage will not 
be shied at so easily as has been the 
case in Franco-Italian discussions. 

An American spokesman <aid to- 
night that in the American delegation 
there was “ a feeling that distinct 
progress has been made as a result of 
today’s works. He declined to say 
whether this referred particularly to 
this morning’s general conference 
meeting or to the American-Japanese 
negotiations later in the day.

The shooting took place while Com- | 
missioner of Police William E. Russell | 
still was in another protracted confer- | 
ence with State’s Attorney John A. 
Swanson, 

Joseph Bicecere, the eighth victim, 
a grocer, was shot to death in his 
South Side apartment tonight, sup- 
posedly by extortionists. 

Biccere’s slayers had smothered the 
sound of their shots by increasing the 
volume of a radio to which the victim 
had been listening. 

Swanson said that growirg public 
indignation over the “new outburst 
of gangland savagery” made drastic 
police action necessary. 

He had called the police commis- 
sioner on the carpet yesterday after 
the bullet-riddled body of “Handsome 
Joe” Cada, racketeer, was. found in 
his automobile. Today, when Wil- 
liam Healy, 37, hoodlum, was found 
critically wounded, Swanson sent an- 
other call to the commissioner of po- 
lice and the shooting later this after- 
noon intensified things.

According:to the story unfolded in 
criminal court, Paul Ferguson was ar- 
rested October 21 on Courtland street 
in possession of 79 gallons of whisky. 
Ferguson, a name which is said to 
be an alias of the state’s witness, 
was convicted and sentenced to pay 
a $500 fine or serve 18 months. Fer- 
guson served two months, and, on 
Monday night the fine was paid, it 
was said. 

He determined to tell the truth 
about the load of whisky, and on his 
statement that the whisky belonged to 
Aiken, for whom he was working, 
an aceusation against Aiken was 
sworn out, it was said. While wait- 
ing for the trial to come up in court, 
Aiken called the boy’s father out in 
the corridor and told him that if the 
boy testified against him he would 
have Paul arrested on charges of kill- 
ing a negro woman and stealing a 
pistol, the father told Judge Wood. 

Judge Wood, in passing a contempt 
sentence on Aiken, said: “The thing 
you have done here is worse than the 
crime you are charged with.” Court 
officials said that Aiken was given a 
12 months’ sentence in October on a 
charge of possessing whisky, and is 
free on bond pending result of an 
appeal.

Prison Commission Denies 


That Convicts ‘Run Loose’ 


Counts, Slayer of Police- 
man, Escaped From Sol- 
diers’ Home, - Watch- 
man’s Affidavit Says. 


The state prison commission Tues- 
day entered a denial to the charge of 
James L. Beavers, chief of police, that 
Willie Counts, negro convict who last 
Saturday night killed a policeman, 
and other convicts assigned to the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home _ are 
“turned loose on the streets at night.” 

In a letter addressed to Chief 
Beavers, Judge E. L. Rainey, chair- 
mah of the prison board, said that 
the commission was ‘‘unable to agree 
with statements that prisoners are al- 
lowed to run at large at night.” He 
said that Counts was locked up as 
usual Saturday uight and escaped. 

Judge Rainey’s letter incorporated 
an affidavit by J. C. Dodgen, night 
watchman at the soldiers’ home, that 
he had locked up the convicts as- 
signed to the home last Saturday 
night. About 1:45 a. m. Sunday, he 
said, Counts was brought to the home 
wounded. 

Dodgen’s affidavit said that “he 
went at once and examined the room 
in which the said Willie Counts had 
been confined and found that he had 
escaped by breaking out through a 
window, the bars of which must have 
been prized open by some implement 
such as a pinch-bar which had either 
probably been secreted in the room 
during the day or had had help from 
the outside.” 

“These convicts were duly confined 
as usual and the said Willie Counts 
was simply an escaped convict when 
the fearful tragedy of the killing of 
Officer Crankshaw occurred,” thé 
affidavit concluded.

MIAMI, Fila., Feb. 4.—(#)—City, 
county and federal authorities stepped 
in today for a three-cornered investi- 
gation of alleged flagrant violations 
of Florida and federal statutes in the 
metropolitan area.

Voices of protest are. being heard 
here and there against the steadily 
increasing number of war books that 
are being published indifferent coun- 
tries, America not excluded. “Is there 
no other subject under the sun to 
write upon but that dismal — and 
dreary one?” asks an English critic. 
The answer is, of course, that there 
are a host of subjects, but that the 
men to whom the war was the most 
intense experience of their lives, must 
go on speaking of it for a long time 


to come. In a way they are like those 
people who had passed through the 
‘rench revolution, of whom Renan 
tells in his souvenirs of youth. “I re- 
member,” he writes, “their ardent con- 
viction and their boundless attach- 
ment to the events of 1793 and 1794, 
and their ineapability to talk of any- 
thing else. That dream, lasting but 
one year, had been so terrible, that 
those who had _ passed through it, 
could not re-enter life. They remained 
under the influence of a fixed idea, 
silent and grim, as if struck by some 
stupefaction. They suffered from the 
delirium tremens that follows a san- 
guinary intoxication. Left standing 
alone, later, like remnants of some 
world of giants, they could not have 
any truck or trade with other mor- 
tals.” Our war book writers have not 
been isolated to such a terrible ex- 
tent. Perhaps the very writing of 
their experiences means liberation 
from isolation. For, as the peasants 
say in Flanders, those fellows who 
have come back from the war, hale 
and hearty though they may be, are 
no good for further work. Something 
has gone out of them.

If the 
treatment should cause a disastrous 
blemish, where is the victim to get 
satisfaction? I warn all women with 
superfluous hair to beware of all 
shady or quack treatments. 

One girl who certainly looks lovely 
assures me that were it not for her 
trusty pumice stone she would be a 
veritable bearded lady. She says a 
piece of fine pumice stone, regularly 
applied, keeps the hair down all right, 
and she declares that after the first 
few applications this is not so irritat- 
ing as it sounds. 

I know of several girls who shave 
regularly .with a little safety razor 
such as is commonly sold at toilet 
goods counters for feminine use. A 
razor is more, satisfactory from every 
point of view than any of the chemi- 
cal depilatories or hair solvents.

The Veterans Are Sacred Charges. 


Of course, if I were the Mussolini 
of Georgia such little things as legisla- 
tive restrictions would cut no ice with 
me and I would promptly mortgage 
the state up to the eye-lids to get the 
money to pay the pensioners to date 
and keep them paid up, month by 
month, as long as one. of them sur- 
vives. I would blow the fear of im- 
peachment from me as I would a flake 
of goosedown. 

Those old veterans are sacred 
charges of the people of the state. 
They have been constitutionally adopt- 
ed as such by a generation of Geor- 
gians who still retained recollections 
of what those old graybacks did for 
the state, and who had a reverent 
gratitude for their faithful and heroic 
services. 

It was not much they could do for 
them, but the small pensions that were 
possible helped many of the old boys 
to shelter, food and raiment. A home 
was provided _or those who needed its 
housing and comforts, and it is today 
one of the most worthy of the humane 
institutions of the state. 


Lately for the few pensioners who 
remain the legislature generously raised 
the pensions and made them payable 
monthly, but left the state purse-poor 
to pay them, so that the act is a Tan- 
talus cup before the parched lips of 
the veterans and fheie widows. 


The Cigar and Cigaret Taxes. 

Some years ago the state enacted a 
stamp tax on cigars and cigarets for 
the special: increment of the pension 
fund. It was figured at the time that

of them fined lightly, but there are 
hundreds of them uncaught in the 
state who are daily looting the pension 
fund.

Abettors Should Be Shamed. 

Every man and woman in Georgia 
who uses cigars and cigarets, know- 
ing that the small tax upon those 
things goes to feed and clothe and 
otherwise give comfort to the old Con- 
federate veterans and their aged wid- 
ows, should make it a patriotic duty to 
compel the payment of the tax to the 
pension fund of the state. 

Make it a rule not to buy a cigar 
or a package of cigarets that is not 
tax-paid. Do not be a party to so 
small and cheap a graft by a greedy 
dealer in the articles. Consider that 
those old men, now mostly well abeve 
SO years of age, and most of them 
totally unable to provide for them- 
selves, sacrificed much of the strength 
of their young manhood in the camps, 
the marches, the battles and the pris- 
ons of the war the south so gallantly 
waged for a hoped-for independence.

Alfred Holt Colquitt was governor 
of Geo in 1876 and 1882, and 
United States senator in 1882 and 
1888. He served in the Mexican War 
and was elected to congress in 1852, 
and upon the outbreak of the Civil 
War he entered the Confederate army 
as captain and rose ey fo the. 
rank of major general. e was born 
in Walton county, Georgia, April 20, 
1824, and died in Washington, D. C., 
in March, 1894. 

As a brigadier general in the Con- 
federate army, Senator Colquitt was 
in command of the forces which won 
the battle of Olustee in Florida, 
and through a clever ruse completely 
nonplussed the _ federals, thereby 
checking the invasion of the opposing 
army in the sister state. Here's the 
way it all happened. The Confed- 
erates gave out of ammunition, but 
General Hawley, commander of the 
federals, was entirely ignorant of this 
fact. When the commanding officer, 
Brigadier General Colquitt, sent his 
men for more supplies, the federals 
conceived the idea that he was trying 
at that momént to force the enemy 
attack. ‘This General Hawley refused 
to-do until later on, but long after 
the Confederates had been replenished 
with ammunition and won the victory, 
absolutely checking the federals’ in- 
vasion into Florida. Years afterward, 
in 1882, to be exact, Governor Haw- 
ley, then chief executive of Connecti- 
cut, attended a convention of gov- 
ernors held in Atlanta, with Alfred 
H. Colquitt, governor of the. state, 
acting as official host to the event. 
General Hawley stated before the body 
that he had “twice visited the south, 
receiving a warm welcome upon both 
occasions by the same Georgian.” The 
first time he was run out of the 
south, while upon the second occasion 
he was extended the hospitality of 
the south by the same famous gentle- 
man, Governor Colquitt, head of the 
reception committee for the governors’ 
convention. General Hawley and Gov- 


ernor Colquitt also had the privilege 
of serving together as United State 
senators in Washington, D. C.

The interpretation’ of music in 
terms of form and color is one of the 
most recent projects of students at 
the High Museum of Art, 1262 Peach- 
tree street, of which Lewis P. Skid- 
more is director. With a view to ex- 
pressing a mood rather than any defi- 
nite form, the pupils are learning to 
combine shades and shapes to definite- 
ly express the feeling which the mu- 
sic conveys. 

This branch of instruction of which 
Benjamin Shute and Robert Rogers, 
graduates of the Art institute of Chi- 
cago have. charge, is a decided factor 
in encouraging the student to interpret 
the feeling and mood of:his subject 
as well as its @ifor and form.

President Nash, of Nash Motors, 
talking at Chicago had this to say on 
the automobile situation and outlook: 
“There is no denying the fact that 
over production last year slowed down 
the automobile industry and it will 
not recover from it until stocks are 
cleaned out.” 

A large stock exchange house here 
in Wall street frequently giving out 
information on Chrysler pointed out 
today that Chrysler's earnings state- 
ment for the last quarter of 1929 
would probably show the final results 
in red ink making profits for the year 
slightly below the $5.50 a share re- 
ported for the first nine months. It 
was added however that the first quar- 
ter of 1930 should show a sharp pick 
up in earnings. 

Auto Shares. 

Wall street believes that there is 
a very large outstanding short interest 
in automobile shares. This is especially 
true of General Motors and Chrysler. 
Bets are being made here that Chrys- 
ler will cross General Motors before 
the end of the first half of the year, 
probably in the first quarter. 

Informed Wall street is expecting 
the copper trade figures to be publish- 
ed around February 10 to show a fur- 
ther gain of some 30,000 tons in in- 
ventories. It is estimated that Ana- 
conda has reduced its production 30 
per cent from the recent high; that 
sales of its subsidiary companies are 
running at 80 per cent of last year; 
that foreign sales of the industry are 
running at 75 per cent of last year. 
Other companies are. expected to fol- 
low Anaconda in curtailing produc- 
tion” getting production as a whole 
down anywhere from 40 to 50 per 
cent from the recent high.

Brokers’ Loans Disappear. 

As far as volume is © concerned 
brokers’ loans, for the time being, 
has — out of the picture. The 
subject, however, still has interesting 
phases. It was exactly a year ago 
that the federal reserve board made 
ublie its letter to the federal reserve 

nks calling on them to check the 
use of federal reserve credit in the 
stock market. This attitude on the 
part of the federal reserve board 
caused a bad break in the stock mar- 
ket: but the downward prfce move- 
ment in the stock market was only 
temporary. After a temporary down- 
ward readjustment brokers’ loans went 
on increasing until the peak was 
reached on October 1 of last year, 
the stock «exchange figures for that 
period showing a new high at $8,549.,- 
000,000. The figures now at hand 
show a decrease of $4,742,000,000 for 
January to $3,984,000,000, making a 
decrease from the high of October 1 
of no less than $4,565,000,000 or over 
50 per cent. 


Interest in the statement at hand 
lies in the makeup of the figures. 
At this time in 1926 or when the 
brokers’ loan figures first began to be 
published by the stock exchange the 
total stood. at $3,535,000,000, made 
up of $2,494,000,000 call loans and 
$1,040,000,000 or 30 per cent time. 
That was the usual percentage under 
normal conditions. However, the un- 
precedented bull stock market attract- 
ed. funds from all parts of the world, 
especially from corporations and in- 
dividuals here and abroad making 
loans on the highly profitable cal 
money market. At the peak of §$8,- 
549.000,000 outstanding brokers’ loans 
on October 1 last, call loans made up 
$7,831,000,000 or over 90 per cent of 
the total with time loans at only 
$717,000,000. 

For the month of January there 
was a further drop of $4,742,000,000 
in brokers’ loans but this drop was 
made up of a decrease of $156,000.- 
000 in time loans to $456,000,000 
with call loans up $151,000,000 to 
$3,528,000,000. These changes in 
time and demand loans are interest- 
ing because they clearly mean that 
Wall Street is expecting easier money 
and does not want to get tied up 
with comparatively high time money.

Republican independents stood sol- 
idly behind Senator LaFollette, of 
Wisconsin, spokesman for the group, 
in his attempt to repeal the section 
in the chemical schedule to American 
valuation, but the odds were too 
great against them. The vote for 
continuance of the policy of high pro- 
tection was 57 to 23. 

Twenty democrats voted with 37 
republican regulars for American yal- 
uation, while 11 republicans and 12 
democrats opposed it. 

With disposition of the dye contro- 
versy, the senate finished the last 
committee amendment to the house 
bill. The end of the long tariff de- 
bate is in sight with only individual 
nmendments to be acted upon. Amend- 
ments to the chemical schedule will 
be considered tomorrow as it is No. 1 
in the bill. The remaining 14 rate 
schedules will be taken up in the regu- 
lar order. 

Several hundred amendments are 
pending, but party leaders expect 
many will be withdrawn and the bill 
placed in a position for a final vote 
by February 15. 

The democrats, who have combined 
with the republican independents in 
eliminating many industrial rate in- 
ereases proposed by the house and 
the senate finance committee, have 
announced they would attempt to low- 
er some rates in existing law left un- 
disturbed in the revision thus far ac- 
complished, and attempt to cut other 
increases not yet acted upon.

Set Standard, 


Capacity Crowd Hears Noted Lecturer at Agnes Scott :?: 


Saint-Gaudens

Art as a mirror of the religious 
and social life of a people with its 
standards varying with different coun- 
tries and the times, was described by 
Homer Saint-Gaudens, director of the 
department of fine arts of Carnegie 
institute at the Agnes Seott college 
auditorium Tuesday night. 

A capacity crowd heard the noted 
art authority’s lecture, which marked 
the opening of the Decatur school’s 


19380 Lyceum season. 
Developing his theme with illustra- 
tions, by means of stereopticon 
slides, taken from modern art and the 
‘old masters, Mr. Saint-Gaudens de- 
clared that “there has never been one 


get standard in art.” 
“To realize that there must 
more than one standard,” he contin- 


ued, “one need only to cite the con- 
fused ‘nterrelation of the world’s 
greatest artists, their interests and 
tastes; to see how even they know of 
no one standard, not even their own, 
and how time and again the trend of 
their admiration runs counter to their 
work. 

“Many of the learned men say that 
Ririomin established the standard of 
art when he painted the silken rolls 
in those far-away days in China. 

Greek Sculptor Cited. 

“Others insist that the anonymous 
Greek sculptor, who modeled the most 
beautiful of nudes of all times, the 
Medici *Venus,’ established the stand- 
ard. 

“An eminent pedagogue can give 
one indisputable proof that another 
unknown worker of Amiens, who 
carved the head of the Beau Dieu in 
the stone of the Cathedral established 
thes standard. 

“While you can find many besides 
Berenson replete with renaissance eru- 
dition, to say that the painter Raphael 
when he re the emotional 
wealth of the Catholic religion in the 
Stanza of the Papal Palace in Rome 
established the standard in art.

Mr. Saint-Gaudens, interviewed at 
the Hotel Biltmore Tuesday in ad- 
vance of his lecture, expressed the 
belief that the modernistic urge in 
art expression is so prevalent today 
that it is performing a function that 
will make for permanency. 

“There is a wide difference between 


'futurism and modernism in art,” he 
be | 


explained. “The futurist,” he said, 
“tries to express himself ahead of us, 
and usually succeeds in getting so far 
ahead that no one can understand 
what he is driving at, while the mod- 
ernist is more or less contemporary.” 


Modernism in Art. 


In commenting on the wide differ- 
ence in acceptance of the modernistic 
trend, he called attention to the fact 
that modernism is doing to art what 
man is doing in practically every 
walk of life. 

“People who 
istic art should 


do not like modern- 
not take exception to 
unless they are pre- 
pared to remain in another era in all 
things—literature, for example. 

“Unless they are willing .to accept 
Scott, with his minute descriptive de- 
tail, in preference to Hemingway. 
they have no right to complain about 
the same idea being worked in art. 
Havendom’s ‘Breaking Home ‘Ties.’ 
painted in 1870, accuratefY depicted 
the sentiment of that time, just as 
in literature ‘The Hon. Peter Stirl- 
ing’ met the demands of reading taste. 
Now no one reads such books as ‘The 
Iion, Peter Stirling.” Why should to- 
day's paintings remain out of step? 
In a word, there is no harm in the 
modernistic urge, unless an attempt 
be made to force it upon an unwilling 
clientele.
